HONG KONG, China, May 8, 1898. 

Commodore Dewey’s Asiatic Squadron of six fighting ships, Sunday Morning, May 1, captured the naval arsenal and forts of Cavite in Manila Bay, and annihilated 
the Spanish fleet in the Philippines. It sank-seven cruisers, fourgunboats-andtwo transports. It captured one transport, several tugs and small steamers. - : 

The Spaniards lost 150 killed and 400 wounded. Not one American was killed. Every United States warship was practically uninjured in the hard-fought battle. + 
lasted three and one-half hours. 

Control of the Philippines was wrested from the Spaniards. The American flag is now flying over their principal stronghold. The forts guarding the entrance to Manila 
Bay at Corregidor Islands have surrendered. Manila is now under American guns, and absolutely at Commodore Dewey's mercy. 

The battle began at 5:30 o’clock: Sunday morning, and the final surrender was at 12:50 o’clock. The Spanish flag still flies at Manila, but the American fleet is powerfui 
enough to reduce the city whenever Commodore Dewey desires. The fortifications at Illoil are not able to repel ourships. The entire islands are ours whenever we 
assert our claim. 

Commodore Dewey’s fleet of nine vessels ran the blockade past the forts of Corregidor Islands at midnight of Saturday. The ships were painted gray,, “ir 
lights showing directly astern. The fighting ships passed unseen. 

The McCulloch, Capt. Hodgson, on which was the Post-Dispatch and World Correspondent, was discovered, however, and fired upon by the forts. The Boston re 
with her eight-inch guns, followed by the McCulloch’s three-inch guns. 

The forts fired four shots, then relapsed into silence. The fleet steamed at four-knot speed up ies bay, arriving off Manila at daybreak.

Then for the first time the Spanish discovered the presence of the cruisers. Immediately the guns on Manila fort opened fire. Dewey refused to answer, as he 
teared firing might kill some of the non-combatants in the harbor. 

He formed the fleet in column line of battfe, advancing upon Cavite, six miles south, where the heavy forts are located. 

At the same time the Spanish fleet assembled. The firing by the Spaniards became general. Commodore Dewey waited until within close range, and when he had 
approached to within 2500 yards of the fleet turned west, passing directly in front of the forts and the Spanish ships. 

Our fleet approached in the following order: Olympia, Baltimore, Petrel, Concord and Boston. As the ships turned inrange they joined in the Olympia’s bombardment, 

Teriffic cannonading was exchanged on both sides. Our ships did great execution. From the firstthe land batteries, which had heavier guns than the fleet, replied - 


without cessation. We once more formed in column when we saw their ships burning. 


: THE BALTIMORE TURNED HER GUNS ON CANACAO. 


Several magazines on the enemy's fleet exploded, but the forts remained uninjured. The Baltimore was assigned the duty of silencing the heaviest fort—Canacao Point. Leading the American fleet, she steamed in easy dige 


tance, concentrating her fire on the battery, which replied viciously. 
The little Petrel was assigned to the smaller fort and went close inshore, while the other ships aided in subduing the forts and firing on the ships not entirely dis abled. Nothing could withstand the accuracy of the American .” 


guns. The Spanish fire grew le ‘ss brisk until 12:50 o’cloe k, when the commandant put up a signal of surrender. One fort still flew its flag. The Boston, at close range firing, soon silenced it and the flag was pulled down.

The cargo includes 600 tons of coal, also many small steamers, 
LINED HIS SHIPS UP BEFORE MANILA 
The troops in dhe Cavite forts were allowed to depart with their arms to Manila. Commodore Dewey took possession of the arsenal and forts, destroying all the guns and blowing up the mines and magazines. After the sur 
. fender the fleet was lined up before Manila. Conimodore Dewey sent word to the Governor that he would destroy the city in the event the fleet was fired upon or any hostile demonstration was made. One warning was sufficient. 
On Monday morning a tug under a flag of truce brought an offer of surrender from the Commandant of Corregidor forts. The captains of the Baltimore and Raleigh went to accept the surrender, They found the Commandant 
; alone. lis men liad deserted him in his hour of defeat. All the euns were blown up. Our fleet coasted around the bay of Manila picking up all the Spanish vessels or destroying them. 
’ | On Monday Commodore Dewey also notified the Governor that he must be allowed to use the cable or it would be cut. .The Governor refused and the cable was, therefore, cut. The harbor around Cavite was desolated by the 
: American shells. In the outer herbor lie submerged the wrecks of the Reine Cristina, the Don Antonia, the de Uloa and the Castilla. These were all fired by the American shells and left burning. When Spaniards deserted only 
¥ upper works and euns were left to show. The inside harbor contains the wrecks of eight warships. All are burned, though some can be raised. The guns are in good condition. They may be taken off the wrecks and put 
aboard a transport et Manila and shipped home. IFurther hostilities seem impossible unless Commodore Dewey bombards the town.

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FIGHTERS IN THE TOPS OF MOD-. 
ERN WAR VESSELS ARE IN 
GREAT PERIL. 


‘HARDLY ANY PROTECTION. 


They Are Perched on the Military 
| Masts With Machine Guns With 
Little Chance of Escape. 


From the New York Herald. 

The heroes of the coming war will be the 
men detailed to duty in the military masts, 
or fighting tops, of our big battle ships. 
The topman’'s position will be one of un- 
speakable peril. When he goes up into one 
thyse dread places he must realize that 
his chances of coming down alive are very 
slight. Iixposed to the full fury of the 
enemy's fire, with searcely any protcction, 
and with the possibility of having the en- 
mast shot away, his is a pos:tion per- 
the most dangerous in all «modern 
warfare. 
steel barbettes of the present time, 
save in certain baitle ships, where an over- 
head shield is carried, give a procection 
more apparent than re “al, more picluresjue 
than practical. And while the military top 
crews have the advantage of seeing some- 
thing of the scrimmage, yet they “present 
too Sevitien a mark the enemy, and 
have stations which in battle are pretty 
sure to be untenable from the heat and 
smoke. The small arms men have frequent 
practicg aboard sh.p, and considering the 
difficulties of the environment, are-good 
marksmen. It is no easy task to fire from 
a platform placed at the fob end of a pen- 
dulum, swinging irregularly, and the results 
attained testify to the value of the drill 
and to the physique of the individual. 

On the larger battleships the military 
masts are hollow, and access to the fight- 
ing tops is gained through the interior, The 
ammunition is also passed up inside. In 
the smoke and grime of battle one can well 
realize what a hell these places would be. 

Another thing that must be considered is 
the fact that this will be the United States 
navy’s first practical test of the modern 
warship. The last ten years have brought 

about a greater and more sudden change 
in the outward appearance of men-of-war 
than has ever been recorded in the history 
of naval affairs. This is in the main due 
to the almost complete banishment of sails, 
yards, and the more or less intricate rig- 
ving necessitated by their use, in favor of 
military masts, or, in some cases, mere sig- 
nal poles. 

The rig of the ironclad battleship of ten 
years ago differed in no very essential par- 
ticular from that of the ships of long ago, 
but now, in a single decade, all is changed. 
Before the change some progress had been 
made in utilizing the ordinary tops in ac- 
tion by placing riflemen or machine guns 
in them in order to direct a plunging fire 
on the enemy’s deck. It will be remem- 
bered that it was a shot fired from the miz- 
zentop of the Redoubtable that laid Nelson 
low in the moment of victory. 

The military mast of to-day is construct- 
ed primarily to carry guns, and secondarily 
for signaling purposes, for in all cases in 
which ships have been equipped with fizht- 
ing tops since their very first inception, the 
primary duty of the mast which upheld it 
a to carry sail for the propulsion of the 
ship, 

Some of the masts are supplied with an 
upper top for the electric light, a pecutiarly 
Shaped edifice below to en: ible three quick 
firing guns to be discharged right ahead, 
|and a species of conning tower be low, from 
which the Captain can “over! »0k the smoke 
clouds and so see to direct his ship in ac- 
tion. The latter types are all construcied 
with much the same ideas. Some have a 
'lookout, or conning tower, others have not, 
but all have 3 or 6- pounder quick-firing guns 
and electric light projectors, and one or two 
lighter machine guns in addition. The 
small caliber rapid-fire and machine euns 
employed in tops are supported by riflemen, 
and in every tight their work of clearing 
the guns, sweeping the decks and super- 
structures, and of picking off the officers 
and leading men fs, to say the least, hazard- 
ous. In the galley days the military tops 
were fairly wen protected, but during th: 
sail era the topmen lrandling the swivel 
pieces and deck rakers, and forming a spe- 
cial corps of musketeers, had no protec- 
tion, except what was given by a network 
of mattress filled hammocks.

However, it is a cardinal prinetple of 
Martial law, as administered by the United 
States, that non-combatants shall not be 
disturbéd in the pursuft of their every-day 
vocations unless absolutely necessary. 

Martial law disclaims ‘all cruelty and 
bad faith concerning compacts effected dur- 
ing the war and does not countenance ex- 
tort‘ons or other transactions for private 
gain or revenge. On the contrary, offenses 
of this kind are to be severely punished, 
especially if. committed’ officers, : 

Martial law affects chiefly the policing 
of the territory where ‘t exists and the 
collection of public revenues and taxes, 
whether imposed by the expelled govern- 
Ment or the invader. 

Under martial law. administered by the 
United States in Cuba or the Philippines, 
officers and the necessary force of clerks 
acting under the orders of the American 
commander would take possess‘on of the 
custom houses and municipal tax depart- 
ments and collect all the money due under 
the old regime and whatever might be leyv- 
led by the‘miHtary cormmmande1 

All civil and penal laws may continue, un- 
der martial law if the m'litarv commander 
80 elects. But he may abolish the courts 
and have offenders tried by courts-martial. 
Such crime: as may not come under the 
jurisdiction conferred by statute or courts- 
martial will be dealt with by military com- 
missions. 

While the safety and welfare of non- 
combatants is to be considered at all times, 
when the commander of a besieged elty eXx- 
pels the inhabitants of this clases tn order 
to economize the food for those who are 
fightirne. the besiegers are justified by the 
jaw of war in driving them back ir order 
to hasten the eanitulation by famine.

FIGHT AT MANILA 
MUCH LIKE YALU. 


The most notable battle between modern 
Ships of war, at least until the victory Sun- 
day morning in Manila harbor, was fought 
off the mouth of the Yalu River in the Bay 
of Korea, between the Japanese and Chi- 
nese fleets four years ago. In the character 
of the ships that took part, in the flerceness 
of the fight, in the loss of ships and men 
there is a marked likeness between the two 
battles, ‘ 

There was the same maneuvering by the 
swifter ships of the Japanese to gain ad- 
vi antege Ous positions and to elude the en- 
emy’s shelis that was reported from cm. 
modore Dewey’s fleet. 

As at Manila several vessels were set on 
fire by the shells of the opponents. 

A number of Chinese ships were purposely 
destroyed by their crews to prevent their 
falling into the hands of the Japanese, an 
example which the Spaniards followed at 
Manila. 

Finally, the Chinese, after suffering a 
great defeat, sent out word that they had 
won a glorious victory, as did the officials 
of Spain 

Two of the Chinese battleships outclassed 
any of the vessels in either fleet at Manila. 
They were the Chen Yuen and Ting Yuen, 
both of 7430 tons displacement, or slightly 
larger than our second-class battleship, the 
Texas, and over 1500 tons heavier than the 
Olympia, Commodore Dewey's flagship. 
They carried 12-inch guns and w ere shielded 
by armor from 8 to 14 inches thie 

THE CHINESE :CRUISE RS. 


Besides these two second-class battle ships, 
there were six small armored cruisers in 
the Chinese fleet, of something over 3300 
tons displacement, smaller than the Balti- 
more and slightly larger than the Boston 
and Raleigh. These cruisers carried 8-inch 
guns as well as rapid-fire batteries. They 
could steam from 15 to 18 knots an hour. 

Four smal] cruisers of about the same 
class as our gunboats Concord and Petrel, 
anc four tcrpedo boats made up the rest 
of the fleet. 

Admiral .Ito, now the: Prime Minister of 
Japan, had a smaller squadron than his op- 
ponent’s, but it was a speedier and more 
modern. To oppose the Chinese battleships 
he had five swift cruisers of about .the size 
of our Olympia and Baltimore. They car- 
ried an armor belt, and three of them 
mounted 12-inch guns. They could steam 
from 17 to 23 Knots an hour. Besides these 
fleet cruisers there were four smaller ones 
of the Raleigh pattern, and, five torpedo 
boats. 

The Japanese fleet excelled in rapid-fire 
runs, carrying 45 to 14 on the Chinese men- 
of-war. The Chinese vessels were the heay- 
ier, and the Japanese the swifter Most of 
the ships were built abroad, in England, by 
the Armstrongs, and in France and Ger- 
many. 

IN WEDGE-SHAPED FORMATION. 

It was noon of a cloudless dav in Sep- 
tember. in 1894, that the Chinese fleet lying 
at anchor twelve miles off the coast of 
Korea sighted the black smoke of the Jap- 
anese cruisers on the southern sky. All 
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hands were piped to quarters and the ships 
swung around in the famous echelon for- 
mation to meet the enemy. The fleet 
spread out in the waters of the bay like an 
immense letter A. At the apex. were two 
heavy battleships; flanking them on either 
side were the lighter cruisers; across the bar

thus shie lded from the rapid-fire guns of 
the enemy. Admiral Ito of the Japanese 
fleet remarked in his account of the battle 
that ? oogulow hinese line was ragged and dressed 
poorly 

The Japanese fleet threw out a flying 
squadron, composed of the seven swiftest 
cruisers, Which dashed in single file across 
the apex of the Chinese formation and 
down the right wing. The Chinese opened 
with heavy guns at a distance of four miles. 
The flying squadron withheld its fire until 
it was two miles away, when it began to 
pour broadside after broadside into the 
enemy, shattering his formation. 

BE EFFECT OF SPEED 


Here speed played an ‘mportant part, as 


it did at Manila, where Commodore Dew ey 
repeatedly maneuvered his swift ships to 
Sain advantageous positions and to disturb 
the aim of the Spanish gunners. 

Circling along the line of the clumsy Chi- 
nese vessels the Japanese cruisers darted 
in and out, surrounding and disabling the 
smalier ships before any of the iareee. Ves- 
sels could turr to their support. Everything 
that was not heavily armor clad in the 
Chinese fleet was riddled by the rapid-fire 
guns of the Japanese. In desperation the 
cruiser Chih Yuen, pierced by 200 shots of 
rapid-fire guns swung out from the battle 
line and charged on the flying squadron to 
ram one of the attacking vessels. A well 
directed shot plunged through her hull and, 
w'th a lurch, she went to the bottom with 
her crew of 20 officers and men. Her 
sister ship, the King Yuen, with her wood- 
work all ablaze, rushed out to avenge the 
disaster. A torpedo stopped her and she 


;eank with 270 men on board. 


The two battleships were faring little 


better, Their big guns were disabled’ by 


shells before they had made much impres- 


| sion on the rapidly maneuvering ships of 


Admiral Ito. The Chinese decks were swept 


by the rapid fire of the Japanese, A shell 
exploding in the fighting top of the military 


mast of the Ting Yuen, tke flagship, killed 


seven men. 


PRUSSIC ACID FOR THE WOUNDED. 
As was the case with the Spanish vessels 


at Manila, the ships were set on fire by 
shells, and re a time it seemed that both 
lronclads would burn to the water’s edge. 
The decks and engine-rooms were crowded 
with the wounded. As the flames spread 
and the decks grew hotter, the disabled and 
dying men, unable to move, implored to be 
put out of agony before the flames should 
reach them. And the surgeons, armed with 
hypodermic needles, went their rounds in- 
jecting a solution of prussic acid in the 
arms which the men eagerly held out. _Of 
the 460 souls on board the Chen Yuen 350 
died during the battle 


Two of the Chinese vessels deserted. One 


was run On a reef and abandoned The 
other, in Pn efforts to escape, crashed into 
another Chinese ship and sent her to the 


bottom with. he rcrew of 250 men. aoe 


battle lasted until dark, when the Japane;: 
fleet, which had been badly pounded, drat 
off, unable to follow up the victory. The 
Chinese stole away to Port Arthur. 


The Japanese loss was slight, amounting 


to less than 200 killed and ‘wounded. The 
Chinese loss was nearly ten times as great. 


The battle demonstrated the strength of 


the heavy battleship as well as the effect- 
iveness of the swift crulser. The antiquated 
Chinese battleships. although their heavy 
guns were silenced by the shells that were 
poured on them al! the afternoon, were not 
disabled, whereas the Chinese cruisers were 
sunk or wrecked.

Miss Lisbeth M. Gladfelter, a teacher in 
the Grant School. has just returned from 
Chicago, where she investigated the meth- 
ods employed. She is enthusiastic over the 


project and earnest in her praise of the 
system adopted in Chicago. 

Miss Gladfeiter has been interested in 
the scientific preparation of food for a num- 


ber of years. Her knowledge was mainly 
attained at Chautauqua and in Boston, but 
she has studied the methods in New York, 
Ww ashington and other Fastern cities. She 
is cooking teacher for the Self-Culture 


Hall Association, at Nineteenth and Carr 
streets now and has arranged to go to 
Harvard this summer and still further pur- 
sue her studies under Dr. Horrey.

“You must understand,” he said, “that 
my command had been augmented at the 
foot of the Black Hills by the 16th Kansas 
Cavalry, under command of Col. Walker 
who joined me and served under me. 1 had 
expected to find rations at Powder River. 
Imagine our astonishment when we found 
none there, 

“Cautiously we moved down the river five 
or six miles, towards the Yellowstone, but 
the bluffs closed in upon us, and we couldn't 
get through. Up to this time we had seen 
nothing of any Indians, except trails, some 
old and some fresh. We camped under the 
bluffs that night, and moved next morning 
back to Powder River, That evening we saw 
our first Indians and were attacked by them, 
but quickly repulsed them and went inte 
camp. 

“On the following morning at daylight, 
September 5, 1865, we awoke to find our. 
selves surrounded by 15,000 savages. The 
hills swarmed with them. They were Sioux, 
Arrapahoes and Cheyennes—the same fel- 
lows who, 10 years later, under the same 
chiefs, massacred Gen. Custer and his com- 
mand in that same neighborhood. It was 
a thrilling sight for my half-starved so]. 
diers, who had been on less than half ra- 
tions for more than a week. The Indians 
were generally armed with bows and ar- 
rows and a few inferior guns. If they had 
been armed as they were in Custer’s time 
I would probably not be here to tell this 
tale. 

“But we gave them ‘instant battle. That 
was the purpose of our going there, and 
the fight continued from daybreak until 
noon. Then the savages broke and fled. 
Their loss was heavy. Seven of my men 
were killed and ome wounded. 

“Our position was more hazardous than 
before, since the hostilities of the savages 
were now thoroughly aroused, and we were 
in a strange country, hundreds of miles 
from food, and beset by the Indians, whom 
we could not pursue. 

“We continued our march up Powder 
River, Col. Walker going in advance be- 
cause he had a pack train, while we moved 
more slowly with the wagons, Three days

A woman hap- 
pened to get in the way of one of the 
bullets and was killed. I was in a butcher 
shop several blocks away when somebody 
told me about the shooting. I ran down 
there just in time to be arrested with 
everybody in the house. We were all held 
incommunicado for 72 hours. All were 
turned loose save the two men who were 
actually responsible for the woman's death 
and me. The law, they said, was that 
the proprietor of the place was as gullty 
as anybody else. 

“They kept me in jail seven months and 
then I was tried. They found me gufity, 
though [ wasn't within half a mile of the 
place, and I wag sentenced to death. 

“I secured an appeal to the Judge of Let- 
tere. 4nd after staying in jail 18 months I 
was-tried again. That time I Was sen- 
tencéd to 10 years’ imprisonment. I again 
Sot an appeal and my case was sent to the 
tribunal at Chihuahua. I was in jail lack- 
ing just four days of two years when my 
trial was again heard. That time I was 
discharged. 

““My case attracted considerable attention 
and John G. Carlisle, who made a tour of 
Mexico, spoke to President Diaz in my be- 
half. ;

“Our ladies have only one lesson a week, 
but the children and men have two. I be- 
lieve that it would be much more beneficial 
if exercise could be taken every day, but 
we cannot arrange it so that this can be 
done at the gymnasuim, 


“Our second term, besides running and 
jumping and calisthenics, is devoted to 
teaching the children how to balance them- 
selves on narrow floor boards, raised some 
distance from the floor, This is done to 
keep them from getting dizzy, and also to 
teach them how to stand properly. 

“The ladies’ classes have club swinging 
and light apparatus work, while the men 
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take all of the heavier exercises, such as 
weight lifting, boxing, wrestling and pole 
vaulting. ‘ 

“Our wemen and children are all required 
to wear a blue uniform of bloomers and 
blouse and heelless shoes, while the men 
wear sweaters and knickerbockers, with soft 
shoes, 


“T believe that any one can tell the people 
who have been coming to the turning school 
by the way they carry themselves on the 
street.

Ornament, who won the St. Louis Derby 
last year, is a grand looking race horse. 

Prince Lief. who captured first honors in 
the St. Louis Blue Ribbon in 1896, was tho 
finest built horse ever seen at the Fair 
Grounds course. 

Ormonde, the racing stallion who brought 
$150,000 at public sale, is of perfect con- 
formation and the most carping critic 
would be unable to discover a single flaw 
in him. 

On the other hand Plaudit, the early fav- 
orite and winner in last week’s Kentucky 
Derby, is a very “‘weedy’’ looking animal. 
One might see just as good a looker ‘hitched 
to a milk or express wagon, 

Bramble, the great son of Bonnie Scot- 
land, was a very ordinary looking beast, 
and Bramble’s son, Ben Brush, who ran 
second to Prince Lief in the St. Louis 
Derby of 1896, was also a very common 


looker. 
Who that has followed the races the last 


few years will forget Raceland? He was 
so homely they named him “Old Bones,’’ 
but despite his looks he generally got there. 
Presbyterian, who comes here next Satur- 
day, is what horseenen call ‘‘wasp waisted 
and herring gutted,’’ but Presbyterian in 


the past year has proven himself a race- 
horse of the first quality. 

Barnum was a common looking beast, but 
he was a great thoroughbred and he lasted 
so long they called him the “Iron Horse.”

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Tremont, the unbeaten 2-year-old of his 
season, was @ very ordinary looking black 
horse, and greatly resembled Sir Blaze, the 
son of Blazes now in training at the Fair 
Grounds, 

Turfmen love good temper and pluck 
more than any other qualities in the race 
horse. 

A broad forehead denotes intelligence in 
the horse and good temper generally goes 
with it, 

Horsemen also lige to see a horse with 
good driving power anhd good lungs. The 
driving power is shown in the hind quarters 
of the animal and they appear at their best 
in Salvator. 

The perfect racing machine should look 
well rounded,- but should carry as little 
flesh and weight as possible. As the neck 
and head must be carried and as they cut 
no figure in so far as the actual racing ma- 
chinery goes, they should be as small and 
light as possible. 

The Lonefellows were noted for their 
small heads and necks and they were the 
greatest of all the American race horses. 

Like a woman of royal birth, the race 
horse shows his good breeding by having 
a small foot, and the better the breed the 
smaller the hoof. 

Luke Blackburn had a hoof not much 
bigger than an ordinary pony’s, but for 
years he was the king of American race 
horses. a 

Horsemen, in nicking an animal, go much 
on the eye.

While the house has been built 
by the man’s labor he cannot, however, sell 
it. It is his only to occupy. 

Cosme does not want single men, al- 
though single women would be welcome, 
being scarce, as in most new communities, 
The women are occupied with knitting, 
sewing, washing and other womanly occu- 
pations, but when a woman is married the 
colony makes no more aim upon her. She 
is doing all that the community requires in 
managing her house and attending to her 
children. Men are married at 21, women at 
18. ‘There is no reiigious service, but the 
community lives on the Ten Command- 
ments and on its own ethical principles. 

The colonists have plenty of amusement, 
dancing, games, concerts, singing clubs, 
and seem to have a pretty decent time of 
it, away from their countrymen, a little 
Anglo-Saxon island in a sea of Spanish.

ILIOUSANDS of acres of good land bee 
comes unproductive each year by the 
erosion or washing of the soil and 


qT 


has to be abandoned. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has caused 
special inquiry to be made by the divisions 
of his department to ascertain how erosion 
van be prevented and abandoned iands 
ci:almed. 

The extent of washing depends, apart 


from the quantity of rainfall and the cone 
tour of the surfaces upon the texture of the 


soll, the vegetation covering it and the kind 
and condition of cultivation. Sandy soil 
will absorb heavy rainfall, while clay soil 
will wash badly. 

The absorping capacity of soll is In pro- 


| portion to the contents of organic matter 


Erosion can therefore be pre- 
vented by a #yatem of cultivation which 

ili introduce into the foil as much ore 
ganic matter as possible. 

The placing of straw in the furrows while 
plowing acts mechanically to hold the sofl 
in place and at the same time increase the 
quantity of humus, 

Pea vines, stubble, briers or leaves may 
be used to incorporate organic matter. 

When a siifficient supply of humus has 
been accumulated clover, grass, rye, oats 
or field peas should be planted to heip hold 
the surface, 

Underdraining with tlle ie aleo effective 
The drains carry off the excess of moisture 
so that much more of the rainfall is abe 
sorbed. 

Bide hill ditches may be employed, the 
distance between them varying according 
to the slope of the field. With a gentile 
slope they should be at intervals of 15 of 
2 feet.

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\ K pass a man is asked to play golf, 
instinctively his thoughts turn to 
what to wear. Here is the golden 
opportunity to indulge the masculine love 
of color, and the golf costume blossoms 
forth into hues which are vivid indeed. 

All of the firet-class establishments show 
complete outfits so perfectly made and de- 
signed that the most fastidious man can- 
not object to the ready-made garments. 

First-class suits, including coat and trous- 
ers, can be bought for from $10 to $25. These 
are usually made of cheviot, as that ma- 
terial shows prettier weaves and is more 
durable. Brown and olive, with brown 
cross-bar woven across; brown plaid on 
gray ground, with red, yellow and green 
over plaid, or a brown check on gray 
ground, with a green thread woven in, are 
among the pretty combinations shown for 
$10, $12 and $15, respectively. For $18 a 
stylish herring-bone cheviot can be bought 
and it makes a most serviceable and hand- 
some suit. 

oose basket-weave cheviot is very popu- 
jar, and is shown in a variety of mixed 
weaves, plaided over with brilliant colors, 
Suits of this material are priced at $18. 
There is little change in the cut of the 
golf coats. The loose sack coat is gener- 
ally used, although ultra fashionable men 
take kindly to the English cutaway. 

Trousers are far more attractive in ap- 
pearance. The looseness is retained, and 
yet the baggy, rather sloven knee is en- 
tirely done away with. This change is 
effected by a close adjustment at the knee, 
the fullness is pushed up the leg, wrinkling 
like a mousquetaire giove. A narrow cuff 
of the same material buttons below the 
knee and is permitted to show above the 
stocking. This new mode struck public 
favor at once, as the trousers are admirably 
adapted for horseback riding, the top boots 
quite covering the cuff and disguising all 
appearance of golf. 

The glory of the golf suit centers in the 
waistcoat.

The negligee shirts for golfing are won- 
derfully pretty, Made of wash silk, the 
brilliant colors are blended harmoniously.

It is a great mistake to have the golf suit 
of too heavy texture. Have it of medium 
weight; then, when it is cold, wear a bright 
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license is given in the country, where loose, 
rough sack coat and other suggestions of 
negligee lend an air of ease and comfort to 
the equestrian. 

There is nothing more picturesque for the 
tennis court than white flannel or duck.

the hob-nailed russets. Fancy waistcoats 
of subdued color are worn when the air is 
crisp, but even now the comfort of silk and 
cotton neglige shirts are being tested. 

The wheelman indulges his color fancies 
in the adoption of gorgeous ties. The gamut 
of brilliant colors is run, and it would be 
impossible to find neckwear too gay for the 
well-dressed bicyclist. Caps, of course, will 
probably always be worn, but the alpine 
hat takes precedence for style. Light gray, 
with light or: black band, is equally fash- 
ionable and is unusually becoming. For 
wheeling the new-cut trousers are thor- 
oughly comfortable and look’ especially 
well. The sack coat, which is often of some 
dark contrasting color, is worn exclusively. 

The dark coat and bright-checked trous- 
ers are really prettier than an entire suit 
of cheviot. The summer will revive the 
comfortable and pretty fashion of linen and 
duck trousers, dark blue coat and colored 
negligee shirt. The linen and duck trousers 
are made loose and baggy, as they have a 
famous tendency to shrink.

Actors, the 
men who do so much counterfeiting 
that they are never taken seriously, the 
last men in the world you'd pick out for 
belligerents, have made the journey in 
short time before, and if the call boy should 
cry ‘“‘to arms’’ now instead of ‘‘fifteen min- 
utes,” they are ready to make the trip 
again. . 

The actor as a general thing is a peace- 
able man. Beyond a brush occasionally 
with a nervous and irritable stage director, 
one seldom hears of an actor being in a 
fight, and no exception is made to the case 
of James J. Corbett, either. A few years 
ago our gentle mannered Mr. Wilton 
Lackaye thumped a bartender in New York 
and the fighting stock of the profession 
took a jump which went still higher when 
the highly scented Mr. Robert Hilliard got 
on his muscle one night in the Lambs’ Club. 
Because his fellow clubmen happened to be 
in a peaceable mood that evening and 
blamed the club steward for Mr. Hilliard’s 
warlike capers, no challenges resulted and 
the performance went on record also as an- 
other instance of the actor as a handy man 
with his fists. Maurice Barrymore has al- 
ways been looked upon as the fistic cham- 
pion of his profession, and that properly, 
but Barrymore never went looking for 
trouble and he never stuck up his bunches 
of fives unless there was some reason for it. 
Before Barrymore became an actor, when 
he was plain Herbert Blythe, a clerk in the 
Engiish Civil Service, he was noted among 
his friends as a good boxer, who enjoyed a 
go with soft gloves for the exercise, and 
he became an expert in the manly art of 
self-defense. 

The real fighters of the. profession, 
rather those of them still left, however, are 
but seldom heard of in connection with the 
one big straggle in history that gave them 
an opportunity to display the stuff they 
were made of.

Lewis Morrison, known all over the coun- 
try for his performancé of Mephistopheles, 
was [In the thick of the unpleasantness 
about the time Yankee gunboats were pay- 
ing their respects to Vicksburg, Miss. He 
was called Capt. Lewis Morris then. 
The elder Morris was a sugar planter, 
who owned a place on the isiand of Ja- 
maica, where the actor was born. The 
family were living in New Orleans when the 
war broke out. Hewls was about 16 years 
old, and was employed in a photograph 
gallery. Somebody confiscated @ few of 
old Mr. Morris’ sugar barrels and the 
Confederates were suspected. The Mor- 
ris family had to be avenged, so young 
Lewis was torn from his unwilling position 
as assistant to the photographer and placed 
in the 13th Connecticut Regiment, which 
was enlisting in New Orleans at the time. 

It was while with his regiment that young 
Morris discovered his ability to amuse 
folks. He gave minstrel shows and Shaks- 
pedrean readings for the benefit of his com- 
panions, and within three months from the 
time Lee surrendered he had lengthened 
“his name to Morrison and was playing his 
first professional engagement. 

Morritson’s promotion from Lieutenant to 
Captain was a reward for bravery exhib- 
ited at Port Hudson. Mr. Morrison is a 
member of Reno Post, G. A. R., of Denver, 
Colo. Through an oversight in the con- 
fusion existing at the close of the war his 
regiment was never mustered out. The 
actor, therefore, is still amenable to duty. 
He said, when playing at the Olympic The- 
ater a few weeks ago, that nothing would 
please him more, in case the United States 
and Spain went to war, than to be ordered 
Out again. 

“If I couldn't go that way,” said Mr. 
Morrison, “I'd organize my own regiment 
and volunteer.”’

The Encyclopedia of Painters and Paint- 
ings says Geeraard Zegers was baptised 
March 17, 1591, in Antwerp, and died there 
March 8, 1651. He is said to have studied 
under Hendrik van Balen and Abraham 
Janssens, but no mention is made of his 
having studied under Rembrandt. He really 
formed himself in Rome, where he was 
sent by two rich merchants. He studied 
particularly the works of Caravaggie and 
Manfredi and was a friend of Rubens and 
Van Dyck. 

The picture seems to depict a scene of 
confusion growing out of a game of cards. 
It might be termed “‘Thé Gamesters,” If it 


was painted by Zegers it must have been 
in moments of relaxation from his more 
serious work, which consisted of devout 
subjects.

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ELLEVILLE is the healthiest city in 
the Mississippi Valley. It is the only 
place discovered up to date where 

the greatest mortality is not among young 
children. 

Until Belleville changed ft, it was the in- 
variable rule for the most people to die 
between the ages of 1 and 6 years. In 
Belleville most of the deaths do not occur 
until people have passed the Hmit of nat- 
ural expectation. 

This iconoclastic condition of things was 
revealed last week when Health Officer Dr. 
Charles H. Starke] submitted his annual 
report to the Belleville City Council, 

It showed the number of deaths for the 
year to have been only 204, or a rate of 10.1 


per thousand on an estimated population of 
20,000. 

Of the 204, forty-three were under the age 
of 1 year, four between 1 and 2 years and 
eight between 2 and 6 years, or a total of 
fifty-five under 5 years. Ten died between 
the ages of 5 and 20 years, fifteen between 
2 and 30, seventeen between 30 and 40, 
eighteen between 40 and 50, twenty-one be- 
tween 60 and 60, twenty-five between 60 
and 70, thirty-one between 70 and 80, eight 
between 80 and 90 and one between 90 and 
10. The ages of three were unknown. 

Only two deaths were caused by infec- 
tious and contagious diseases, one by diph- 
theria and one by scarlet fever. There were 
eight cases of diphtheria and three cases 
of scarlet fever which did not end fatally. 
Sixteen deaths were caused by consump- 
tion, fourteen by apoplexy, twelve by can- 
cer, ten by inanition, eight by marasmus, 
twenty-one by pneumonia, ten by senility 
and seven by typhoid fever. Six were due 
to accident and there were three suicides. 

What makes the showing more remark- 
able is the fact that the town is not situ- 
ated on a river and its sewer system is far 
from perfect. 

Health Officer Starkel attributes it mainly 
to the careful collection of garbage. The 
contractor makes collections all over the 
city twice in every 36 hours and one may go 
from end to end of the town without hitting 
against a bad smell. 

Other people lay the blame for the healthy 
condition of things largely to the health of- 
ficer, It was at the instance of Dr. Starkel 
that an ordinance was passed by the City 
Council Sept. 7, 1892, authorizing the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Health and provid- 
ing for the usual health regulation. Dr. 
Starkel was made health officer and has held 
the office ever since. Through his efforts the 
ordinance requiring the collection of garbage 
was passed. 

His efforts have resulted also {in the hog- 
pen nuisance being almost abated. When 
he began he met with fierce opposition. The 
Germans had been accustomed to raise the 
family pork. They resented it as almost 
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an interference with family affairs when 
the doctor undertook to close up the pig- 
pens. 

But the opposition disappeared and now a 
hogpen inside the city limits is very hard 
to find. 

During his entire term of office Dr. 
Starkel has only found it necessary to go 
to law once. He lost that case in the Jus- 
tice court, but appealed it to the Circuit 
Court and won it there. 

It is believed that with the people drink- 
ing pure deep-well water funerals will occur 
with marked rarity the present year. 


THE SEASON OF COLDS 
AND HOW TO PREVENT THEM. 
By Dr. Otto Sutter. 

HP season for contracting summer 
sh colds Is now on'and physicians ad- 
vise that every one should be ex- 
ceedingly cautious. A cold in the spring 
or summer is more lasting and dangerous 
than in the winter season. 

Dr, Otto Sutter, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, says that la grippe germs 
are more active now than at most any 
season of the year and the ordinary person 
is more susceptible to their evil effects now 
than ever. 

“This is due mainly to the climatic 
changes,” said the doctor. ‘“‘Then if one’s 
system is at all run down he is far more 
susceptible to an attack of la grippe cor 
influenza. The germs are in the air and are 
absorbed by the the system through the 
throat and lungs. They find lodgment in 
the mucous membranes of the throat: and 
lungs and are liable to produce pneumonia 
or serfous pulmonary troubles. 

‘*The germs may find lodgment in the eth- 
moidal cells of the nasal passage and by af- 
fecting the brain bring on meningitis or 
kindred troubles. The germs are carried in 
the atmosphere and if the constitution Is 
below par there is slight chance to escape 
la grippe. This is nothing more than the old 
influenza that has been known for years, 
The complications are what cause trouble. 

‘“‘The only way to guard the system against 
attack is by taking good care of one’s self, 
A few warm days should not tempt one to 
change from winter to summer clothing 
In this climate it is not safe to make a 
change until June 1. Then @ good tonic 
every morning will assist the system in 
throwing off the impurities and tone up the 
constitution so that it may more readily 
resist the evil influences of influenza germs.”

Rum-Soaked Gentlemen of High De- 
gree May Be Forever Rid of 
the Tell-Tale Red.

A St. Louis physician with an originative 
mind has invented a machine that means 
death to all rum blossoms.

Dr. Schmidt fg a 
raduate of one of the first medical ecol- 
eges of Europe, and has served in tfie 
German navy.

A wealthy banker is responsible for Dr, 
Schmidt's latest invention. The late wine 
suppers had played havoc with the million- 
aire’s features and an elegant bloom had 
come to his proboscis.

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INSURANCE RISKS. 
An Ice-House More Dangerous Than a 
Planing Mill. 

From the Chicago Record. 

“Speaking of fires,” said the insufance 
man, “they are the queerest things in the 
world. A fire will sometimes take infinite 
pains to burn up everything indestructible 
in sight and leave an inflammable article 
untouched. I have run across all sorts of 
queer pranks played by fires In my time. 

“Some years ago the insurance companies 

established a rule that all benzine rags in 
printing offices must be put itnto closed 
metal cans during the day, and that these 
cans must be emptied into the furnaces at 
the close of business each evening. Shortly 
afterward there was a fire in a printing of- 
fice on Randolph street one night. We 
tried to find out the cause of it, and finally 
concluded it must have originated from 
spontaneous combustion of olled rags. The 
printer insisted that every rag was burned 
each night and called his errand boy over to 
corroborate his statement that they could 
not have ‘spontaneously combusted.’ The 
bey looked crestfallen and said that he had 
forgotten to take then down the night be- 
fore. But the theory was knocked out 
when he undertook to,show us where he 
had left them, for there, under a heap of 
burned rubbish, wae the rag receptacle with 
the lid securely fastened down and every 
rag eafe. 
‘In another printing-office fire every case 
was charred and every line of metal was 
either melted or warped.so as to be of ho 
further use, but the only font of wood type 
in the office turned up all right, and when 
the linseed oil which had bolied out of the 
wood and stood all over it in beads was 
wiped off it was as good as ever, 

“I remember once wh I insured a stone 
entrance to a cemetery which I thought 
was as safe ae a load of pig iron under 
water, but the thing burned up inside of a 
month. 

“At another time I cancelled a policy on 
a rickety old frame planing mill which Il 
knew would burn up [Inside of a year or 
two. That was 25 years ago. Since then 
every brick planing miil that I have insured 
has been burned, but the old frame shed 
stood until least year, when it was torn 
down and replaced by a new brick bulld- 
ing. 

“Icehouses would seem to be good riska, 
but they burn more readily than match fac- 
tories, and when the fire .s over the con- 
tents are usually a_ total I would 
rather insure gunpowder than ice any day.”

ATTORNEY-GENERAL CROW 
MAKES AN APPEAL. 


Srilliant Array of Attorneys Appear 
in Opposition to the Zcntral 
Traction Company Oc- 
topus. 


‘whe first batile for the enforcement of the 
Julian law was fought before the Supreme 
Court Wednesday afternoon. A 
array of lawyers met b: the court to do 
battle for and against the people. 

It had been anticipated that the hearing 
would begin at 9 a..m., but the Court posi- 
poned it until 2 p. m 

Attorney-General Edward C. Crow, Elenry 
§. Julian of Kansas City, author of the law 
unde: test, and Frederick N. Judson of St. 
Louls presented for the State. 
Frank’ Hagerman and D.. B. Holmes of 
Kansas City argued for the defendants, 
the West S'de Street Railway Co. Kan- 
gas City. 

The court allowed 15 minutes each to sev- 
eral gentiemen to make arguments. Clar- 
ence S. Palmer of Kansas City spoke for 
the city and John H. Overall and Flenry 
Hitchcock of St. Louis argued for the street 
railway companies of St. Louis against the

Upon the case at bar, the State of Missouri 
against the West Side Street Railway Co. 
of Kansas City, rests the fate of the Julian 
law, Which is the only hope of escape in 
St. Louis from the clutches of the Central 
Traction octopus. 

‘Attorney-General Crow opened the argu- 
ment for the State. S)preak.ng of the right 
of the Legislature to muke laws for the 
control of cities, he said: 

“Here is the Julian law, passed to prevent 
off.cifal municipal corruption; to protect the 

ublic municipal morais of the State, and 

ere are two cities, St. Louis and Kansas 
City, possessing one-fourth of the entire 
opulation of the State and when the Legis- 
atare has passed the law to thus protect the 
public morals and the State in its sovereign 
capacity, through its law officer, goes down 
to the gates ot these cities to enforce the 
righteous commands of the State, he is met 
with the charter adopted by the city under 
authority from the State, creating the city, 
and told that the legal powers of the State 
have no force or etfect in our cities; we 
are supreme in-the control of our public 
municipal matters, and even the highweys, 
the streets, the common property of the 
people, not of the State, have passed be- 
yound the control of the commonwealth; 
that here is a legal Gibraltar erected in Mis- 
souri which is impenetrable to the strong 
arm of the police power of the State. 

“Did the peeple of Missouri dream of such 
@ thing when they adopied the State consti- 
tution? 

“When you suggest that this law is an 
exercise of the police power of the State, in 
an effort to protect public morals, you are 
met with the proposition that with the pub- 
lic morality or official municipal honesty 
or dishonesty of one-fourth of our State, as 
represented in St. Louis and Kansas City, 
the people of the State have no concern; 
that public morals is a matter of purely 
municipal control; that the people of the 
State, outside of the cities mentioned, have 
no concern with the public morality. 

“Yet whr a whisky license law is passed 
no citizen of either St. Louis or Kansas 
City denies the right of the State to legis- 
jlate’on this question. But they say the regu- 
dation of the sale of the whisky is a mat- 
ter the whole State is interested in, and, 
therefore, the Legislature hes power to 
enact a@ law on the question. 

“Are the people of the State more inter- 
ested in the liquor business of the State 
than they are in the public morals of the 
State?’ 

Continuing he said: 

“A county might own a county poorfarm 
over which it might be sought to build a 
etreet electric railway to carry passengers 
only from one interior town to another (just 
as such electrie street railways have been 
built and are operating in Missouri to-day), 
aid in such a case a street car company 
having no right of eminent domain could 
not condemn the land, and in such a case

Over Dewey’s Victory. 


HIS NAME WAS ON 
EVERY MAN’S TONGUE. 


BUSINESS, PLEASURE, EVERY- 
THING FORGOTTEN WHEN 
THE GLAD NEWS CAME. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
JOINED IN REJOICINGS. 


Streets and Bulletin Boards Thronged 
With Excited People From Early 
Morning Till Late at Night 
and Joy Everywhere. 


Men were drunk Saturday night who 
were never drunk before. Some were drunk 
of liquor; the vast majority on en- 
thusiasm. 

Dewey did it. 

Dewey did many other things besides 
make men In St. Louis drunk. His superb 
victory at Manila transformed the city into 
the scene of a wild orgie of joy. Men, 
women and children went crazy with en- 
thusiasm. 

Krom the moment when the first Post- 
Dispatch extra burst upon the city with 
the almost unbelievable story of triumph 
until the drowsy hours of Sunday morn- 
ing, the city seethed and roared with the 
tumult of great rejoicing. 

Thousands learned for the first time what 
it meant to be beside themselves. They 
became like children in the wild exuberance 
of their demonstrations. 

A peaceful, trading, marrying, dying, 
church-going, sinning community was upon 
the instant filled with a warlike people drunk 


with the strong wine of victory. 

And such a victory! 

Men could not believe their eyes when 
they read what seemed more like a fairy 
tale, a story out of some child’s story 
book, in which g.ants are slain by brave 
little boys. Am:-ricans of this generation 
knew nothing unt.l to- ge of the intoxica- 
tion that comes after e spilling of an 
enemy’s blood. Victories in the civi] war 
were tainted by the bitterness of fratricide. 
The victory at Manila was sweet, and with 
this first draught at the cup is born the 
new America and the new American. 

St. Louis drank deep from the wine cup 
which was held out to them. Thep they 
lost their identity as professional men, 
tradesmen, laborers, and became as one 
man, shouting, hysterical beings in whose 
breasts burned but one emotion, patriotism, 
and in whose minds there was one thought, 
Dewey's victory. 

The streets were fammed with people from 
early morning until late at night. Women 
turned out in their gayest clothes, not for- 
getting to wear the national colors. Men 
forgot business and paraded the streets 
gathering in groups to gesticulate and tell 
the story over again, though each one knew 
each word by heart. 

Men and women together, fine feathers and 
rags. crowded about bulletin boards and 
windows of newspaper offices. They smoth- 
ered newsboys with their pushing for extras. 
Pennies fairly rained into the dirty palms 
that had not been as well crossed in a month 
before. 

Fresh extras were snatched at with the 
greed of rayening creatures, Men forgot 
to eat and women to observe the clothes 
on the backs of their sisters. Dewey's name 
was lisp d by the laughing Ifps of children 
and mouse 1 from the bearded mouths of 
strone Ini 

Before this joy-crazed, victory, drunken 
multitude rose one figure for the moment 
gr ater than all others in history, Dewey 
the Superb. 

Around bars, In clubs, beside firesides, 
if any were not deserted, on streets, In 
business houses, there was one topic of 
convirsation, Dewey, 

Dewey was enthroned, the idol of the 
new nat.onal spirit, b@rn of a two weeks‘ 
war and one glorious victory, out of the 
wreck of commercialism. 

On ‘Change the scene was such as the old 
walis never saw before. The wheat pit be- 
came the dais of royalty, with Dewey on 
the throne. 

Post-Dispatch extras announced the news 
first. They were greeted with wild cheers. 
Later a private wire message.came from 
Washington. Tom Francis got possession 
of it. He shouldered his way through the 
equirming mass in the pit,. and standing 
a head above the crowd, waved the bit of 
yellow ong for silence. 

The din hushed, He read the dispatch 
beginning “‘Dewey says.”” It announced 
the unbellevable yet belleved news of the 
great victory. The shout that followed 
ceased only when breath no longer re- 
mained in the bodies of the maniacs Mr. 
Francis proposed a band and a celebra- 
tion. Instantly money enough was thrown 
at him to hire two bands. When the mu- 
eicians marched on the floor at noon play- 
ing the “Star Spangled Banner,” they 
were nearly carried off their feet by the 
cheer that broke from the traders.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The details of the proposed expedition to the Philipp‘nes, 
under the direction of the War Department have been advanced materially as a re- 
eult of conference to-day between Secretary Alger, Gen. Miles and other officers of 
the army. This expedition, which will carry in all about 5000 men, wil] start from San 


Francisco as soon &s arrangements can be perfected. 

It is not yet finally determined whether all the troops will go at once, although 
this is not thought to be likely, nor has the exact composition been fully decided up- 
on. The statement was made this afternoon that In addition to the regular soldiers, 
the quotas of the National Guard from the States of Ca lifornia, Idaho, Oregon and 
Washington will in ali probabil.ty be detailed to go and an order for their rendezvou 
at San Francisco is expected very soon. 

Senator Shoup’s company of riflemen, which was to join one of the three especially 
authorized regiments of mounted men, {s mentioned as likely to be sent. As for the reg- 
ular army troops, there are two regiments Of cavalry, four companies of the léth Infan- 
try and a regiment of artillery readily accessible in Sen Francisco. 

The four companies of infantry were stationed at Vancouver Barracks, but it is 
said have recently been ordered to San Francisco. Ten companies of the 3d Artillery 
are scattered along the coast, but the greater number are in California. 

The 4th Cavalry is distributed among the posts and forts in Washington, California, 
Wyoming and Idaho and the &th Cavalry isin North and South Dakota. Gen. Miles be- 
Lieves it would be advisable to have cavalry troops accompany the Infantry and artl- 
lery for the reason that they would be extremely valuabie for patrol duty.

MATANZAS FORTS AGAIN SHELLED. 


KEY WEST, May 7.—The torpedo boat Dupont came in to-night and reported a | 
sharp engagement off Matanzas last nightand this morning. The Dupont and the | 
auxiliary crulser Hornet were cruising near the shore last pight, and when about 0 | 
yards from land were fired upon by a body of cavalry about 200 strong, which was 
spread along the shore on the lookout for filibusters. 

Both vessels returned the fire, scattering the Spanish troops and then bombarded 
the Matanzas fortifications. These were in the nature of sand block houses, nine in 
number. The bombardment lasted from 4 o'clock to 5:30 o'clock. The Dupont men 
say that their shells toppled over the barricades in course of erection, and they 
sure that many of the Spanish soldiers were killed, as they afterwards saw wagpns 
taking away dead or wounded. The survivors fied to the hilis. 

This morning the Matanzas fortifications opened fire, sending three §-inch shells et 
the Dupont and Hornet. They were line shots, but the boats had got out of range.

Not only is the 
material used in its construction of a poor grade, but the workmen are a 
very inferior lot. Very few mechanics are employed in the factory, and 
none of the men who were with GORMULLY & JEFFERY when they 
made the wheel famous are with them to-day, on account, we are in- 
formed, of the low wages paid.

“I can add nothing to the general knowledge of the 
large operations of war, but of its horrors I have seen 
my share.
